A Wonderful  Revival. 

For  several  days  God  has  been  moving 
tilio  town  of  Cleveland  in  a most  wonderful 
way.  The  meeting  began  the  first  of  April, 
and  from  the  beginning  Gtul  was  felt  in  1111 
ilmisual  way. 

The  church  building  was  packed  from 
tjhe  start.  Soon  it  was  seen  to  be  inade- 
quate to  aeeomuiodate  the  crowds  who 
Wanted  the  gospel. 

We  were  asked  by  the  public-lawyers, 
the  business  men,  for  the  most  part  un- 
saved men  to  (jro  to  the  court  house  that 
all  could  hear;  for  crowds  were  turned 
Away. 

The  buviness  houses,  the  hank  ami  meat 
Aiarket,  every  place  closed  without  a com- 
mittee asking  them  to,  and  attended  the 
tnorning  services.  Last  Sunday  there  was 
a service  for  men  only  in  the  Baptist  church 
and  one  for  women  nnd  children  in  the 
Methodist  church. 

The  Baptist  church  was  overflowed  with 
men.  They  came  for  miles  away.  The 
erowjj  could  not  get  in  the  church.  When 
T finished  my  sermon  to  men  I said,  “now 
I am  going  to  the  Methodist  church  to 
preach  to  the  ladies,  and  if  you  can  get  in 
you  may  go.” 

I saw  something  the  like  of  which  I have 
never  had  the  privilege  of  Seeing  before: 
then  men  rushed  out  of  the  house  in  eon- 
fusion  nnd  ran  through  the  streets  to  get 
to  the  Indies’  meeting.  Man}'  got  in  and 
Sat  on  the  steps  of  the  pulpit  nnd  other 
places. 

We  left  the  church  and  went  to  the  court 
house  nnd  the  first  service  we  had  we  turn- 
ed people  out.  People  nre  a tending  from 
many  towns  around  and  from  nil  diretions 
in  the  country.  Fifty-five  ea|ne  from  Shel- 
by  on  one  train. 

Now  ns  to  some  of  the  results:  there  has 
been  n great  deal  of  trouble!  in  Cleveland 
for  some  yenrs  over  a killing;  Bro.  Mitch* 
ell,  the  paRtor  of  the  Baptist  church,  has 
find  his  soul  burdened  for  months  on  the 
account  of  these  factions. 

A few  days  after  the  work  began  the 
wife  of  the  man  who  killed  his  neighbor, 
went  to  the  widow  of  the  slain  man  and  fell 
into  her  arms  nnd  hegged  reconciliation. 
They  made  friends.  A few  nights  later  the 
slnyer  was  converted  nnd  joined  the  church. 

The  consecrated  little  widow  came  nnd 
gnve  him  the  hand  of  fellowship.  The  man 
through  his  godly  wife  asked  for  a con- 
ference with  this  widow.  Tie  went  to  her 
home,  nnd  bowed  before  God.  thisdirave 
man  poured  out  his  heart  to  thi*  woman, 
lie  took  up  the  baby  of  the  man  whom  he 
had  slain  nnd  said  as  he  pressed  it  to  his 
heart.  “If  I could  only  recnll  the  past,  you 
would  have  your  father  bnek  and  I’d  ho 
where  he  is.”

For  convenience  of  dincussion  our  gen- 
eral subject  of  evangelism  has  been  divided 
into  the  fundamentals  of  evangiHism,  pas- 
toral evangelism,  individual  evangelism, 
evangelism  the  Christian ’s  business,  and 
present  day  opportunities  for  evangelism. 
But  we  may  not  draw  hard  and  fast  lines.

The  proclamation  of  the 
gracious  truths  of  the  goKpcl  from  the  pul- 
pit will  remain  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation.  The  great  revival  will  never 
cease  its  potency  over  the  minds  of  men. 
The  constant  and  regular  preaching  of  the 
pastor  and  the  revival  in  its  season  will 
awaken  in  the  hearts  of  individuals  earnest 
desire  for  the  salvation  of  ainners,  nnd  the 
efforts  of  individual  C'hristians  will  awaken 
new  zeal  in  ehnreh  life  and  bring  on  from 
time  to  time  the  revival.  Thus  will  they 
coalesce  and  mutually  support  each  other.

So  far  as  1 eaqdind  then*  are  but  four 
instances  of  suicide  recorded  in  the  Bible 
and  the  Scripture  facts  show  full}'  that 
three  of  the  four  were  wicked  men,  and  the 
other  was  the  ariiionrhearer  of  a wicked 
man.  The  four  were  Saul,  and  his  armour- 
elmfer.  Ahithophel,  and  old  Judas.  See  I. 
Chr.  10:4.  8;  II.  Sam.  17:21;  and  Mt.  27 :3-.1. 

There  is  hilt  one  Scripture  tlwit  might  be 
applied  to  the  question,  so  far  as  l can  find. 
That  is  the  passage  which  says,  “If  any 
man  defile  the  temple  of  G«W,  him  shall  God 
destroy.”  I.  Cor.  3:17.  The  word  trans- 
lated “defile”  in  this  text  means  destroy, 
therefore  the  correct  reading  wouhl  he  "ii 
any  man  destroy  the  tenkple  of  God,  him 
shall  God  destroy.”  A man  may  defile  the 
hoily,  which  i«  here  meant  hv  “temple  ot 
Bod,”  and  get  forgiveness,  hut  if  any  man 
destroys  this  temple  him  shall  God  destroy. 
Whether  this  will  apply  to  a suicide  or  not 
1 can’t  say.  It  does  not  seem  that  God  hud 
in  mind  any  thought  that  a good  man 
would  ever  take  his  life.  The  Scriptures 
give  instances  of  good  men  who  -in  their 
despondency  wanted  to  die — sec  Job  3:11- 
23  6:11;  7:15-16;  10:1,  ’2;  Kc.  2:17;  4:3; 
Num.  11:15  ; 14:2;  Job  14 :13.  etc.— but  they 
waited  Coil’s  time  for  them  to  go.  Hie 
fact  that  the  four  cases  recorded  were 
wicked  men  shows  clearly  that  it  is,  as  a 
rule,  the  desperately  wicked  that  take  their 
own  life;  or  else  the  insane.  If  one  is  a 
Christian  and  becomes  insane  of  course  his 
responsibility  ceases.  The  mind  controls. 
If  one  was  not  a Christian  when  ho  lost  his 
reason,  insanity  became  the  end  of  his  op- 
portunity to  be  saved  and  death  to  him 
only  hastened  the  soul  1|o,  its  sad  doom 

I cannot  believe  that  any  one  except  a 
desperately  wicked  person  will  take  hw 
own  life  if  duly  sane.  But  desperately 
wicked  people  may  do  so  to  escape  facing 
, their  deeds  before  men.
